Sub :—Proceedings under section 31 of the H.R.&C.E. Act, 
1951-Hindu Religious Institutions-Sri Pisharikavu 
Devaswom-Kollam, Koyilandi Taluk-Diversion of 
surplus funds-Objections and Suggestions-Invited. 

Ref .—Letter dated 28-7-2005 from the Executive Officer. 

The Executive Officer of the Devaswom in his letter 
cited has reported that considering the application dated 8- 
7-2005 of Kadaloor Vazhavalappil Sri Bhagavathi Temple 
Paripalana Committee, the trustee board on 23-7-2005 has 
resolved to donate a sum of Rs. 25,000 (Rupees twenty 
five thousand only) from Devaswom funds for renovation 
of Kadaloor Vazhavalappil Sri Bhagavathi Temple and 
requested for sanction under section 31 of the H. R. & C. E. 
Act. 

The Executive Officer has also reported that there is a 
mythological relationship between Sri Pisharikavu 
Devaswom and Kadaloor Vazhavalappil Sri Bhagavathy 
Temple and the Devaswom has sufficient resources to 
meet these expenses. 

The proposal has been considered in detail with 
reference to the decision of the Trustee Board and 
financial position of the temple, Kadaloor Vazhavalappil 
Sri Bhagavathy Temple is a private temple mythologically 


related to Sri Pisharikavu temple and badly in need of 
renovations and repairs situated in the same Taluk of 
Sri Pisharikavu temple. 

Considering the application of the Executive Officer 
and the decision of the Trustee Board and taking into 
consideration of the fact that donation is meant for 
renovation of an ancient temple in the same Taluk which 
is mythologically related to Sri Pisharikavu Devaswom and 
was badly in need of renovations, it is provisionally 
decided to give sanction under section 31 of the Act to the 
Executive Officer to give a donation of Rs. 25,000 
(Rupees twenty five thousand only) from out of the funds 
of Sri Pisharikavu Devaswom to Kadaloor Vazhavalappil 
Sri Bhagavathy Temple for renovation purpose alone. The 
Executive Officer shall obtain a utilization certificate of the 
amount within 6 months of confirmation of this order. 

If anybody has any objections or suggestions in the 
matter the same shall be given in writing before the 
Commissioner. An enquiry in this matter will be conducted 
by the Commissioner at his office on the 31st day of the 
date of publication of the notice in the Gazette. If that 
day happen to be a holiday the enquiry will be conducted 
on the next working day. 

If no objection or suggestions are received on the 
matter within the above period the provisional decision 
will be confirmed.
